This means 
that it costs the average man $1 a day to maintain his own 
personal transportation system. 

From the point of view of the automobile dealer the 
interest of the figures lies in the fact that they show the 
average car owner as spending $47 a year for repair work, 
$41 for replacement parts and $40 for tires. Each motorist 
spends $101 on fuel and lubricants. 

Now the question for each dealer to ask himself is 
whether he is getting that amount of business every year 
from every one of his customers. The business is there 
and the dealer who is not getting it had better find out 
just why he isn’t. 


Disfi iguring Fuel Stations 


NGLAND has just passed a law designed to prevent the 
erection of what the Britisher calls “petrol stations” 
and we shorten to “‘gas stations” which shall in the judgment 
of the powers that be disfigure the landscape of surround- 
ings. The bill which carried this law into effect states that 
it is “for the purpose of preserving for the public enjoyment 
the amenities of any rural scenery or of any place of beauty 
or of historic interest.” 

Passing laws in this country is usually laying down a 
rule to be broken. We hate to see unenforcable laws go on 
the statute books, but the preservation of the beauties of 
nature is after all in the public interest. Natural beauty 
should be considered a public heritage and its ‘protection is 
a duty of every generation. But after all education is a bet- 
ter way of accomplishing preservation than law. But then, 
in heaven’s name, let’s educate the whole country to preserve 
all the natural beauty with which America is so richly en- 
dowed.

N THE recent announcement by the Pan-American Union 
that Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo are now connected 
by a motor road, most people would not see any great signifi- 
cance.
